WASHINGTON, April 13.—Great 
Britain’s reply to the American note 
protesting against the “trading with 
the enemy” act as pregnant with pos- 
sibilities of undue interference with 
American trade, describes the act as 
“purely domestic legislation to re- 
strict the activities and trade of per- 
sons under British jurisdiction,” and 
assures the United States that in its 


enforcement every care will be exer- 
cised to avoid injury to neutral com- 


erce. 

The act, approved last December, is 
designed to prevent British subjects 
from trading with any business firm 
which has business connections with 
or is controlled in any part by Great 
Britain's enemies. In its protest, 
presented to the British Foreign Of- 
fice January 26 by Ambassador Page, 
the United States expressed the opin- 
ion that the regulations have been 
framed “without a proper regard 
for the right of persons domi- 
ciled in the United States to carry on 
trade with persons in belligerent 
countries,” and made a formal reser- 
vation of the right to contest its le- 
gality should it be found that Ameri- 
can trade was hampered. 

WHAT BRITAIN -SAYS.' 

The text of the British reply, in the 
form of a Foreign Office memoran- 
dum to Ambassador Page, dated Feb- 
ruary 16, and made public by the 
State Department tonight follows: 

“I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of Your Excellency’s note 
of the 26th ultimo relative to the pos- 
sible effects Of the trading with the 
enemy (extensiOn of power) act 1915, 
on United States commerce. 

The act was framed with the ob- 
ject of bringing British trading 


the enemy regulations into ter 
harmony with those adopted by the 
French government since the com- 


mencement of the war by applying in 
some degree the test of nationality in 
the determination of enemy charac- 
ter in addition to the old test domi- 
eile which experience has shown can- 
not provide a sufficient basis under 
modern commercial conditions for 
measur intended to deprive 

all assistance, direct or in- 
direct, from national resources. 

“His Majesty's government real- 
ized, however, that the application of 
this principle to its fullest exterit 
While entirely legitimate and in Ace- 
cordance with the practice of other 
countries, might, if applied at the 
present time to commercial activities 
as widespread as those of British sub- 
jects, involve avoidable inconvenience 
and loss to innocent traders. 

They were careful, therefore, in 
devising the necessary legislation not 
only to avoid any definition Which 
would impose enemy status upon all 
persons of enemy nationality and as- 
sociates, but also to powers of dis- 
crimination which enable them to ap- 
ply the purely commercial restrictions 
contemplated only in regard - to those 
persons from whom it was in British 
interests to withhold the facilities 
afforded by British resources. 

DOMESTIC LEGISLATION. 

“His Majesty’s government have 
therefore abstained from a course of 
action admittedly within their rights 
as belligerents which is not only the 
existing practice of the French gov- 
ernment, but In strict accord with the 
doctrine openly avowed by many 
other states to be the basis upon 
which their trading with the enemy 
regulations would be founded in the 
event of war, and have confined 
themselves to passing a piece of pure- 
ly domestic legislation empowering 
them to restrict the activities and 
trade of persons under British juris- 
diction to such a manner and to such 
an extent as may to them be necessary 
in the national interest. 

“His Majesty’s government readily 
admits the right of persons of any na- 
tionality resident in the United States 
to engage in legitimate commercial 
transactions with any other rsons. 
They cannot admit, however, that this 
right can in any way limit the right 
of other governments to restrict the 
commercial activities of their na- 
tionals in any manner which may 
seem desirable to them by the impo- 
sition of prohibitions and penalties 
which are operative solely upon per- 
sons under their jhrisdiction. 

. “In claiming this right which ap- 
pears to them to be inherent in sov- 
ereignty and national independence, 
His Majesty’s government desires to 
assure the United States government 
that they will exercise it with every 
possible care to avold Injury to neu- 
tral commerce, and they ventuge to 
think that the voluntary limitation of 
their powers by the terms of the trad- 
ing with the enemy (extension of 
powers) act, 1915, is evidence of their 
desire and intention to act with the 
greatest possible consideration for 
neutral interests.”’

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SANTA FE’S TRAFFIO MANAGER 
DISCUSSES WAR PROBLEM,

Declares Present Army of the 
United States Can be Moved to 
Any Given Point Swiftly, but

If a big emergency should arise and 
the’ United States be confronted with 
the necessity of moving a large body 
of men and their equipment and sup- 
plies in a great hurry, the railroads 
of the country would prove inade- 
quate. The present army could be 


moved to any border speedily but if 
1,000,000 men had to be rushed to 


lany one part of the country the trans- 


portation facilities would be found 
decidedly lacking. 

These are the views of W. J. Black, 
passenger traffic manager of the Santa 
Fe with headquarters at Chicago, who 
arrived at the Alexandria yesterday. 

“As far as Moving 100,000 men at 
a time goes, that could be eagily done 
and the equipment could be returned 
for 100,000 more, and so on,” said 
Mr. Black. “But if the United States 
were confronted with the necessity of 
raising several million men and mov- 
ing them back and forth, as is done 
in Burope, we would find the trans- 
portation facilities quite inadequate. 
If 1,000,000 men had to be moved in- 
stantly there would not be cars enough 
nor motive power enough. 

“As far as moving all available 
troops to the Mexican border is con- 
cerned, we are in fine shape for that. 
Eliminating the men who are already 
in Mexico and those who are in the 
Philippines, Hawaii and those wha 
would remain to guard Washington 
and other places, there would be 
available only between 40,000 and 50,- 
000 men of our present regular army.

The arrests tonight closely followed 
the arraignment before United States 
Cemmissioner Houghton of the four 
men taken in custody last night. The 
three additional prisoners are Carl 
Schmidt, chief engineer of the steam- 
er Friedrich der Grosse of the North 
German-Lioyd Line, and Frederick 
Praedie and Carl Paradis, assistants 
to Schmidt. The authorities still are 
looking for Charles Karbade, also an 
assistant engineer aboard the big Ger- 
man vessel interned here, and Walter 
T. Scheele, president of the New Jer- 
Agriculture and Chemical Company 
of Hoboken, N. J., where the bombs 
alleged to have been manufac-

prosecution, declared that the -evi- 
dence thus far obtained indicates a 
conspiracy with far-reaching ramifica- 
tions, including not only the shipment 
of bombs to all ports of this country, 
but to South America. He said the 
men under arrest and those for whom 
warrants are out, probably were not 
the ring leaders in the plot. 

The four prisoners arraigned today 


waived the formal reading of the 
complaint made by Detective Sergeant 
George D. Barnitz, who asserted that 
to divulge the sources of his informa- 
tion at this time would be against 
public policy.

Borden replied: sure 
whether Stefansson is coming back 
or not this year. He discovered some 
new land up there last year and he 
was going to explore it this last win- 
ter and find out whether it was this 
undiscovered continent which they 
say exists. He had not determined 
then whether it was a continent or a 
group of islands. He has put in an 
application to the Canadian govern- 
ment, which is financing his expedi- 
tion, to let him stay another year; but 
on account of the war there seems to 
be some doubt whether the Domin- 
ion will put up the money. We ex- 
pect to see him up there.” 

Mr. Borden said this would be 
first trip to the Arctic. His pr us 
voyage in North Pacific waters was up 
in Alaska. In a 100-foot schooner 
yacht called the Adventurer, he went 
as far north as the upper Bering Sea. 
His new boat, the Great Bear, is a 
three-masted schooner 150 feet long. 
As auxiliary power it will carry a 
Diesel engine. On board, in addition 
to Mr. Borden and his five friehds, 
will be a crew of twenty-six men to- 
gether with a motion-picture opera- 
tor, who will take a film record of the 
voyage. 

The meeting of Mr. Borden and his 
friends with Capt. Stefansson can be 
expected to be seen on the screen next 
winter. The commander of the Cana- 
dian expedition is looking for the 
Borden party to meet him this fall 
ca the instructions of the Ot- 
tawa government as to the continu- 
ance or discontinuance of the Cana- 
lan expedition which salled from 
ictoria, B. C., in June, 1918.
